Our train arrived a bit ahead of time ao that we waited for 

Poapiahil ».i th* Treetbahnnof till 1900 hours, at which tine h* did nrriva. 

Poapiahil ir. took us to a tavern. Ha told us that Prague hud approved of 

the axpatriiiticn of Eva, but that will taka so.se 5-4 non tbs. Cur conversation 

was absolutely trivial. Khan aqr wife want to the powderrooa, Poapiahil told 

ao to neat him next day at tha Vestbahnhof at 6 or 81 30. he aade a po'nt of 

the faot to it i r.ust not bring ay wife with a*. Shortly thereafter we left 

Prepishll and returned to th« Hotel Zoeob. 1 told agr vifn that Poapiahil 

worsted to see oe alona naxt day.

the personal history statement he dictated to me in undertaking whioh - to the 
be§t, .ay reool leotion ran as folio*;; i "I undertake to fnrnish information 
on <^«^> oftlgrant* in Ctrmany .to the Oeeohoelovak Bepublik or the Cseohoslorak 
Intelligence Service." I had to alfn thla undertaking with ay true dim a* well 
ae with tba oover noma "Doe nab ary" whioh he had given me s short tine before . 

It le possible that the written tpdertaklng contained another aenter.ee but I 
don't reoall it any longer. I wae oleo requited v$£; tell Poepiehil about my ::M& 
of floe , particularly about the field of my work* Vhan I told hie that I wae 
with the Court of Contentious litigation and that X wee preparing Payment 
Orders bis interest in this sob j#et diminished. I wish to state that I 
already worked at thin tisie for the Court of Execution, handling oonpulsory 
motions and receivershlpe . 2 withheld thin fact from Poaplch.il so that he 

’■'ould not aak me what real property had beer foreclosed and will be auotloned 
off. Be instructed me to describe till our r.ert meeting, oat for one month 
later, what 1 had been doing since I war. released from the POi? comp, how I 
aaiae to join the Bev rlw Judloiary Service, s.nd what Czechs i knew in Bavaria. 
Moreover, 1 .. . tc get i with other Czechs. I we« nloo to denaribe 

the oharnotcr of those Czeoha. Pospiahll also gare ae four letter.., addressed 
to residents of Prague, which 1 was to nail in Munich. The letters had no 
return address, the envelopes had differsnt colors. I recall that two letters 
were addressed to some offioers, I believe to a staff captrin and a captain in 
Prague, whose nar.oa I no longer reoall, and tbo other two to sos» civilians. 

One of thee ves a woman. I know neither their names nor their addressee. I 
merely recall that both these persons resided in Prague. My inatruotiona verei 
mall one letter at the Munich Main Ballway Station right after my arrival, the 
other next day, the third in a week, and the fourth 10 day a later. 1 no longer 
reoall thfc order in which 1 was to nail them, at the time I put the mailing 
dates or. the respective letters.

Pospiahll casually scanned tha report hut ha 414 not tail; whether ha was 
aatlsfiad. -Owing to the foot that I 'uhe mluotant to oarlgr out these mission* 
it eoourrad to ae to tell Pospiahll that I night apply for a job with tha Bonn 
Foreign Office , shore they wanted people Oho had oonaand ef foreign languages • 
Poaplahll immediately approved of thla suggestion, ha was vary moh la favor, 
for that utter. I thought that being hired by tha foreign Office would taka 
bom four aonths or sore and that Poepishll would give ae no assignments In tha 
aaaatlM. Also, by that tine, eg r daughter Bra would have, been ebla to join no 
in Munloh a long tins ago.

At this rendeavous Pospiahll commissioned wa to find out employees of Badlo 
PTes Europe. He told ae to find out who resides on Ffuns-Josef Stress*, 
gantsstrasae, Elisabeth-, Bismarck-, and Dwanlngers trass#. I no longer room 12. 
the nunbara of theas houses, whloh he elaO gave ns. These houses a re ooewpled 
by members of RPE. Thla ties Pospiahll gar* m only AM 250. The next mating 
waa set for two months later. 



In Munich, while toeing ny wife for a wall, Z found out who liv«d at tha 

dentaosstrasse house. I copied tha name plates underneath tha doorbell. J 
believe that two or three houses on dent so** trusts are oooupled by SMttbera of 
Ifg. I established no more names before the aaeond meeting ao as not to get sum 
n lot of nee assignments for the next meeting* In other Words, I stalled the 
other assignments . Moreover, I filed an application for a job with the foreign 
Offioe In Bonn. Being aware of the faot that Z ought to forward thla application 
through ohannala I added a few aentenoee explaining why I did not wend it through 
ehannele. The motives I stated at the tins ware that Bavarian authorities frown 
upon employees seeking service with a federal agency. The Bonn office sect me a 
letter with the policy directives and a 4-page foru. I was to complete thla form 
and return it ale ns with two pictures and a personal history et?‘"e»ent.

houses, I replied that 1 had no tins to do so. 1 did not tell Mm, el -her. that 
I had copied these names off the name platas, I told him that getting these 
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names vu quit* & problem. 1 wee ordered to complete Um form end Mil It to 
the foreign Office before tb* o*xt meeting, two Boothe later, and to find oat 
who oooapltd the other houses. I again received. BM 250 or 50Q*. Foepishll 
pooketed thft form and’ the policy dlreotitee, eaylng that he will return them 
to m at 9 next day. Pospiahil probably wanted to photostat this form. 

Hext day he rstamedlt to me. 

Shortly after I hod returned frore this rendezvous I received a letter' from 
sty daughter Sve in which she cai ! that she did not oaro any *ore to return to 
Germany because aha was engaged to b< married. I did not belisve It, presuming 
that Pospiahil had aoa?t :ing to io with it* T/.ie is why 1 srote a letter to 
my sister-in-law Fanny Zekopnan, Smrm, Tyrelova ulloo 16, ^at whose heuso 
Era lived* Kct only that ety sister-in-law affirmed it, \>ut I also got a letter froa 
the fiance of agr daughter anu froa hit parents.

Bat I was not left alone very long, beoauee Poepishil sent a man to see me before 

long, who introduced hineelf as Frants* Prantr is a Czeoh *ho speaks good 
German* Frants arrived at sy house at 7 a.*, when £ waa just getting ready to 
go to my office, it that time Jaroelav Gfcrouhal waa just temporarily staying 
at a xj house. At that time he was already working for the Americans, he was a 
tailor at Henry or ffarner Casern where he bad also gotten a job for tj wife, mo 
a seamstress . As Strouhal also worked at home* and as be seldom met delivery 
dates, it frequently happened that customers came to nee him at the house, Xhcn 
the doorbell run/- that day and *>&n Frantz entered, Strouhal hid in the 
bath, believing .he aan waa a cuF-tosasr. This in how Strouhal learned that a ov.eoh 
had ooste up fro?. Vienna, b^cauve of Eva. I don't believe, though, that Strouhnl 
knew of jbj relations with the CIS. 1 merely know that Strouhal told ma on one 
oeoamion that I ought to report it to C1C* Z oannot tell shethor he did eo at 
that time or later* 

This Herr Frantz stated that Po. piehll had sent him, end that I was to come to 
Vienna again. H* also brought me a lettsr from bj daughter Era. The envelope 
had no cancellation a ark . Frantz said that Pospiahil had given him that letter. 

At that tijrsw I »S 3 pretty much cut. out and I told Frontal that I did net w>nt 
to have ds&ii:igs with ToeoiahJ *. at k$ tf.ujhter would not core here anyway . 

I did not ever, rend the l«tt?r nri .v«r t to the office, ty xifr and Front.- 

to my Mariahilfsplata office aoaietime before noon. My wif ■ tcld me that 
Franta wanted to have a word with me and that is why I 3 tapped out into the 
hallway wherf Frants waa waiting for me. Frantz asked as to come with him to a 
tavern as he wan tad to eat. '.re -vent to a tavern where be showed me a clip on 
Wiiioh Poep- fail ticked me t c-j’we wo /laiura without fait., in the interact of 
daughter, and tc ranks an appoint cent with Frantz at the ■ axt> time. Frantz 
also aaid that not going to Vienne would be very un»in*.
